Take  a  hyacinth  glass,  fill  with  water,  place  a  bulb  in 
it  and  put  in  a  cool,  dark  place  until  the  roots  have 
reached  the  bottom  of  the  glass,  then  bring  out 
to  the  light  and  heat.  Think  of  your  pleasure  in 
watching  the  bud  develop,  the  leaves  appear,  the 
dowering  truss  shooting  up,  the  final  development 
of  the  long  spikes  of  bloom.  And  they  can  be  brought 
out  from  time  to  time  during  the  winter. 

Both  Hyacinths  and  Tulips  can  be  placed  in  pots, 
bowls  or  bulb  pans,  in  separate  colors  or  in  mixture, 
and  handled  the  same  as  the  glasses.  That  is:  keep 
in  a  cool  dark  place  until  they  have  made  good  root 
growth,  when  they  may  be  brought  out  to  light  and 
heat  as  wanted. 


How  to  Plant  Bulbs 

Thoroughly  prepare  your  bulb  bed  by  digging 
and  pulverizing  to  a  depth  of  12  to  18  inches,  and 
mixing  in  a  liberal  quantity  of  bone  meal.  Use  no 
fresh  manure.  Hyacinths  and  Crocus  should  be 
planted  as  soon  as  they  are  received.  Tulips  should 
not  be  planted  until  the  leaves  fall.  Hyacinths  should 
be  planted  5  to  6  inches  deep  and  4  to  6  inches  apart; 
early  Tulips,  4  to  5  inches  deep  and  the  larger  late 
Tulips  5  to  6  inches  deep  and  3  to  4  inches  apart. 
Crocus  should  be  planted  about  2  inches  deep  and 
4  to  6  inches  apart.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the 
beds  are  well  drained  as  the  bulbs  would  rot  if  planted 
where  water  would  stand.
